Leaders to Ignore Gompers.

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BRITISH DEVICE 
WARFARE MARVEL 


Invention, If Successful, Will 
Make Battleships immune 


| from Submarine Attack,

LONDON, July 19.—British battleships 
in the near future will be immune from 
submarine torpedoes if an invention now 
being given rigid tests measures up to the 
expectations of navy officials. 

Elaborate trials have been made of this 
device in English waters and in actual 
service in the Dardanelles. Officials, how- 
ever, refuse to give an inkling of what 
this latest naval invention may be, but 
insist it will be the real surprise in me- 
chanical warfare, exceeding anything 
produced by German ingenuity. 

The invention is one of 32,000 offered 
the British admiralty since the war start- 
ed. Another invention, which the goy- 
ernment also keeps secret, is being given 
rigid tests. 

Ot the 32 000 suggestions—many from 
America—received during the first five 
months of the war, a board undertook to 
sort the wheat from the chaff, in order to 
eliminate the crank proposals and re- 
duced to twenty-five the number which in 
the board's judgment were worthy ot any 
attention. Another board has scrutinized 
these twenty-five more rigidly and re- 
duced them to the two now being tested. 


Scientific Board Bryce Plan. 

The recent appointment of an inven- 
tion board of ecientific men, with Lord 
Fisher, recently first sea lord of the ad- 
miralty as its head to assist the British 
navy, was largely the result of a sugges 
tion made by Lord Bryce, former am- 
bassador to the United States to the house 
of lords. 

Lord Bryce pointed out that the coun- 
try needed not only fighting men but 
should mobilize its inventive ingenuity in 
chemistry, mechanics, engineering, phys 
iche whole range of sciente. 


As Lord Bryce Sees It. 

„1 have talked with many scientific 
men and they are ready to give their best 
efforts in devising al! the manifold re- 
quirements which this extraordinary war 
—a war of scjence—has developed in the 
air, the water beneath the earth, and 
every conceivable way, as well 48 on the 
fighting line,” Lord Bryce said.

In Russian Poland, the center of the 
maelstrom, ia the territory around War- 
saw, and from the north and south the 
Austro-Germans, under the most success- 
ful of the Germap commanders, Von 
Hindenburg and Van Mackensen, are ad- 
vancing with the determination of press- 
ing back or breaking through the Rua- 
sian lines of defense. 
~~ Russian Armies Reinforced. 
According to the latest accounts the 
Austro-German forces, advancing from 
Preasnysez, were within forty miles of 
Warsaw, while to the south Von Macken- 
een's center at certain points was within 
ten miles of the Lublin-Cholm railroad. 
Grand Duke Nicholas the Russian com- 


are to be relied on, brought up vast num- 
bers of troops to meet the sweep of the 
Austro-Germans, who, however, have 
foreed the Russian front at several points. 
No late advices of the progress of the 
operations have been received, 

In Poland alone it is estimated thet sev- 
eral million men are engaged in the 
battle. 


Russians Face Gravest Crisis. 

With the Germane whipping forward 
the two ends of a great arc around the 
city, it is realized in England that Grand 
Duke Nicholas has the most severe task 
umposed on him since the outbreak of the 
European war. 

The present colossal codrdinate move- 
ment was developed with such sudden- 
ness and carried so far without meeting 
serious Russian resistance that more and 
more the British press is discounting the 
fall of the Polish capital and is pointing 
out the enormous difficulty the Russian 
armies have labored under from the start 
by the existence of such a salient. 


Russians May Evacuate Poland. 
Having been unable to straighten out 
their line by an advance through East 
Prussia in the north and Galicia in the 
south, the Russiens have perpetually 
faced the pincers of the Austro-Germana, 
and if these can now be sufficiently tight- 
ened Warsaw must go and with it the en- 
tire line. | 

The opinion also is expressed by military 
critics: that should the Russians fall to 
withstand the pressure which is daily be- 
ing exerted against Warsaw with greater 
weight they are ina position to withdraw, 
even to the extent of completely evacu- 
ating Poland. 


Russian View of Situation. 

As against the pessimistic views of the 
military experts the Morning Post corre- 
spondent at Petrograd today sent the fol- 
lowing dispatch: 

Battle has been joined once more be- 
tween Slav and Teuton. It is not perhaps 
a decisive fight, but at any rate it is a great 
battle. It is stillin the preliminary stages 
and as it covers a front extending from 
the Baltic to Bukowina it is too early yet 
to attempt any particular understanding 
of the operations. 

In the nature of things the conflict over 
the greater part of this vast arena must be 
mainly mimic warfare, demonstration, or 
diversion, but toall appearance the enemy 
ia pressing with vigor and determination 
on the Russian defense along the entire 
extent of this vast front, with the single 
exception of a few miles of the section on 
the Bzura and Rawka rivers. 

The hardest fighting of the last twen- 
ty-four hours has been between the mid- 
die Vistula and the Bug rivers, where the 
Russians held their own, and, though suf- 
fering no small losses themselves, inflict- 
ed rzuch heavier losses on the attacking 
enemy. 

Struggle on Two Wings. 

This appears at present to be the main 
battle front, but there is another, that 
north of the lower Vistula, roughly from 
W ysozogrod to the regton about Ossowetz. 
This German line extends about 150 miles 
approximately the same distance as that 
of the battle line directed toward Lublin. 
Those two are the main battle lines of 
the Teutons. Fighting over the remainder

The Austro-Hungarians have 
forced a crossing of the Wolicza 
river in the neighborhood of Gra- 
bovetz and advanced across the 
Bug to the north of Sokal, the 
Russians having during the night 
retreated along the whole front 
between the Vistula and the Bug. 
“ The Germans, from July 16 to 
July 18, captured 16,000 prisoners 
and twenty-three machine guns.” 


LONDON, July 20, 3:59 a. m. 
A Petrograd dispatch to the 
Daily Mail says: “ Additional fac- 
tories are undertaking every day 
to turn out large quantities of 
munitions and the supply of war 
material of all kinds is increas- 
ing steadily. The nation is pre- 
pared to pass through a period 
of reverses, if necessary, but 
never has felt more certain of 
ultimate victory.”

U. S. STARTS INVESTIGATION 
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Action Follows Request by Britain, 


Which Accuses Americans Who 
Sympathize with Its Enemies. 


Washington, D. C., July 19.—At the in- 
stance of the British government, the 
state department has called on the de- 
partment of justice to investigate the ac- 
tivities of certain German sympathizers 
in the United States who are alleged to 
have been employing unlawful means to 
strike at Great Britain and its allies.

When Yuan determined to make use 
again of the foreign tramed men, he had 
a difficult obstacle to overcome at the 
outset.

8 Is it true that Larry King, a saloon- 
keeper at 8173 Archer avenue, has been ap- 
pointed the manager of the garbage plant, and, 


a saloonkeeper, hes been appointed general 
foreman at a salary of $3,600 a year. 

4. If that is correct, is he the same King 
who is a relative of Thomas Finucane, a beer 
agent? Yes. 

5, Is that the same Finucane who formerly 
wae a henchman of Lorimer, and is now\ac- 
companying the mayor on his trip to the San 
Francisco exposition? Yes. 

6. Is it true that there was a fire at the 
garbage reduction plant a few nights ago, 
which nearly resulted in an explosion? There 
was a small fire that caused no damage and 
involved no danger of an explosion.

HE man who employs labor dors not 
get as capable a man by far a does 
the United States when it employs 
 g soldier. The women and children 
who are supported by husbands and 
fathers on the average are protected by 
a man far less vigorous and healthy than 
the man who supports the flag. After 
the government has selected its man it 
protects him against disease far better 
then the private employer protects his 
men or the community protects the hus- 
bands and fathers. | 
The object of thie article ja te breed 
discontent. If it has been shown that 
100,000 soldiers can be protected against 
disease, then should not the 100,000,000 
citizens who are not soldiers and are less 
well protected become discontented? 
What are the facts? The soldiers have 
no smallpox or typhoid fever. They are 
absolutely protected against these. They 
are practically free from all forms of oon- 
tagion except venereal disease and ma- 
laria, In other diseases the improvement 
in the last ten years is phenomenal, 
The 1914 annual report of the surgeon 


| general gives the disease report for the 


last ten years. The sickness rate from 


all causes fell almost 50 per cent in ten 
years—from 1,230 to 71. The number of 


sort of illness, however mild, provided 
only that it got their names on the sick 
list, was nearly twice as large ten years 
ago as it le now. . 

When the figures dealt with diseases ge- 
rious enough to excuse a man from work 
the record was even better. The rate fell 
from 42.88 to 20.02. The number of mer 


per 1,000 excused from duty on accoun/ 
of illness now {s less than half what it 
was ten years ago. 

The death rate fell, though not to such 
an extent. Instead of a decline of about 
50 per cent there has been a decline of 
about 80 per cent—from 6.75 to 4.86.

The improvement in certain diseases 
has been marked. The number of men 
per 1,000 on the sick list for malaria fell 
from 84.86 to 24.75. The noneffective rate 
from malaria (the proportion of the total 
force unable to work on account of mala- 
ria) fell from 1.87 to 53. Some farmers 
who are now making cotton at a loss 
would get rich if they could bring about 
the same rate of improvement in their 
labor. 

The admission rate for venereal dis- 
ease for 1013 was 97.22. The rate for

RINCE ALEXIS DOLGOROUKI, 
who has just passed away in Paris, 
at his residence in the Faubourg 
St. Honoré, was to all intents and 
purposes separated from his very 
rich and elderly English wife. There 
had. been no judicial separation of any 
kind, but he made his home in Paris and 
his wife remained in England, and it is 
probable, mow that he is dead, they will 
be more united than ever before, since his 
remains have been sent over to England 
for interment gt the princess’ country 
seat, known as Nashdom, in Buckingham- 
shire. a 

Prince Alexis was formerly very well 
known in American circles in Paris, and 
at one moment the late Miss Fanny Reed, 
sister of Mrs. Paran Stevens of New 
York and aunt of Lady (Arthur) Paget, 
almost succeeded in making a match 
between him and Mrs. Ayer of liver pills 
fame. But at the last moment the pro- 
jected alliance fell through. 

After that he was a suitor for the hand 
ofa very charming and wealthy American 
of the name of Miss Agnes Blackington, 
but finally wound up by leading to the 
altar an elderly English spinster, Miss 
Fleetwood Wilson, who had an income of 
some $300,000 a year, and who had been 
noted until then for her very lavish hos- 
pitality in London society. 

For a number of years she leased old 
Mar castle from the Farquharsons of In- 
vercauld, in the Balmoral district. But, 
somehow or other, she never quite hit it 
off with the members of the reigning 
family during their sojourns in the High- 
lands.

The late Prince Alexis, who won the 
St. George's Cross in the Turko-Russian 
war, and who was known among his Eng-

of Czarina Marie and his morganatic wife 
after that empress’ demise.

Ptiful cousin, Princess Catherine Dolgo- 
rouka, who bore him three children prior 
to the legalization of his relations with 
her by a left handed union,

It was because she was so absolutely 
straight that Mme. 4'Albedinsky, who 
| afterward married the gallant soldier of 
that name who died as governor general 
of Poland, was so respected, not only by 
Alexander LI., but also by his two suc- 
cessors on the throne, and by the entire 
imperial family, a striking evidence of 
their regard being that she received a 
well nigh unique decoration, which she 
wore on special occasions, consisting of 
a miniature portrait of the three em- 
presses—namely: the consort of Alexan- 
der II., of Alexander III., and of Nicho- 
las IIl—set in diamonds and pinned on 
the left shoulder of the corsage of her 
dress by a diamond studded bow.

Prince Dmitri Dolgorouki, long attached 
to the Russian legation in London, and 
Gen.’ Prince Nicholas Dolgorouki, who, 
after being military plenipotentiary of 
the czar at the court of Berlin, died as 
Muscovite ambassador at Rome.

The name of Dolgorouki means “ long 
hand,” or, rather, long arm," bestowed 
for military prowess, and was borne for 
the first time in the twelfth century by 
George, the eighth son of Vladimir Mo- 


nomac, a descendant of Prince Vladimir. 


The Dolgoroukis were princes before the 
Romanoffs became czars. The first Ro- 
manoff emperor, Czar Mikhail, married a 
Princess Dolgorouka, and Peter II. died 
in 1730, on the very morning of the day 
appointed for his marriage to 
Princess Dolgorouka. N agus 

The present dynasty of Russia may be 
said to owe its throne, indeed, to the 
Dolgoroukis. Peter the Great, having 
killed his only son, Alexis, the imperial 
crown passed at his death to his widow, 
the peasant born Catherine, and she in 
turn was succeeded by Peter II., son of 


lish friends by the nickname of Studs,” #the murdered Alexis, the last descendant 


of the Romanoffs, of the male line direct. 

To the Dolgoroukis, in the person of 
their then chief, Ivan, fell the invidious 
task of finding a successor to Peter II. The 
prince nominated to the throne Duchess 
Anne of Courland (a grandniece of Peter 
the Great, daughter of the latter's broth- 
er, Ivan), and he offered her the throne 
on the condition that she sign and 
Swear fealty to @ national constitution 
for the Russian people, which he had 
érawn up. 1 

She accepted and signed the consti- 
tution, but would not forgive or forget 
that Alexis Dolgorouki had forced her, 
as one of the conditione of her eleva- 
tion to the throne, to dismiss for the time 
being her favorite, a young plebelan-born 
gamekeeper of the name of Biron.

When she had been on the throne of 
Russia for a short time she surrounded 
herself with the Scots and Swedes whom 
Peter the Great had invited to Russia 
and with their assistance, especially with 
the help of certain of the Gordons, the 
Bruces, the Elphinstones, and Camp- 
bells, and with that of the Swede Oster- 
man, she overthrew Dolgorouki, tore up 
before his very eyes the national consti- 
tution which he had forced her to sign, 
sent him tothe scaffold, and endeavored to 
put each member of the Dolgorouki fam- 
ily to death.

“We walked north to Division and

Statement Is Oorroborated. 
‘Mallory was arrestec at the hospital 
where he had taken Oughton in an auto- 
mobile. Both meg at the time refused to 
talk of the shooting. Mallory’s statement 
to the police is in part: 

“ Oughton and I went up over the pool- 
room at 1221 North Clark street, on the 
top floor, to shoot craps. We were shoot- 
ing for quite a while; then a fight started 
between the proprietor and another fellow 
I did not know. The latter made a punch 
at the proprietor and he pulled one of 
those little magazine guns out of hie shirt 
and let a shot go and hit John Oughton, 

“ Bverybody then ran out of the place, 
and I took him and helped him down the 
steps, and when we got down he got aw- 
ful weak, and I got him up on my shoulder, 
and as there was a machine standing 
across the street I shoved him in the ma- 
chine, and we took him into the Henrotin 
Memorial hospital.

Students at 
Midway College 
Earn $148,518 


The sum of $148,518.90 was earned dur- 
ing the last year by students at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, according to the an- 
nual report of the university employment 
bureau. This does not include the large 
amount earned by students who secured 
positions through their own efforts. — 

The activities of the students ranged 
all the way from truckmen to vaudeville 
actors, and nearly every trade and pro- 
fession is represented in the list given out 
by the bureau. . 

At least one student was benefited by 
the recent decision of the street car men's 
arbitration board. 


Entertainers Earn Most. 

The largest wages were received by 
students who could act as musicians and 
entertainers at receptions, dances and 
local theaters. Twenty-three men and 
three women were employed in this way, 
earning on an average $126.61, or $1.15 an 
hour. 

The earnings of students doing house- 
work and cooking totaled $14,970.15. This 
was the largest amount made in any one 
occupation. Twenty-three men and forty- 
seven women were employed in this way 
and they each received $210.84 for the 
780 hours that they worked.

Before the grappling hooks of the po- 
lice had recovered the last of the bodies 
of the two girls and three men who were 
dragged to their death Sunday afternoon 
by the undertow at Cornelia beach Coro- 
ner Peter M. Hoffman yesterday began a 
sweeping investigation which is to have 
no lees an object than that of making 
Lake Michigan the safest body of water 
for swimmers in the world. 

And before the investigators had fairly 
begun their work another probable vic- 
tim of the deadly undertow had been re- 
ported at Wilson beach. Kurt Hartung, 
20 years old, son of Dr. H. Hartung of 
912 Diversey parkway, disappeared late 
in the afternoon while in swimming with 
a party of friends. When the swimmers, 
on returning to shore, found Hartung’ 
clothes still in his locker, men start 
dragging the lake, but at a late hour his 
body had not been found. 


Inquiry to Be Made by 

The inquiry, which is to be conducted 
by six experts in swimming and life sav- 
ing, is to be directed, not at the de- 
linquencies of public officials, as is usual 
in cases of the kind, but at the treacher- 
ous whims of Chicago’s famous lake 
breeze and its effect on the undertow and 
the suction pits which it forms in the 
floor of tite lake.
